She saw the littla arl; at a dis- 
tance. Her curiosity was aroused and sho 
sent ono of her maidens to fetch it.

saw a beautiful child weeping (Hobrcw). Her 
heart was touched with compassion, but sho 
recognized at once that it was ono of tho He- 
brew children, 


Tho Faithful Sister (vs. 7, 9)—Jloanwhilo 


thesistor olthobnbo, who had boon eagerly 
watching and who had soon the interest 
which tho princess manifested in liiai, ap- 
peared at tho right moment and mado a sug- 
gestion which found a favorablo response in 
tho heart of Pharaoh's daughter, ol'.bough 
very like'.y sho hud not thought oC it until 
then. "Shall I go and call theo a nurso of 
tho Hebrew women, that sho may nurso the 
child for thce?" Tho maiden perhaps trem- 
bled with anxiety to hoar tho reply, but tho 
answer caine, "Go." Sho went and brought. 
tlw babe's mother, and Pharaoh's daughter 
.told her to nurso the child for her and .-he 
would glvo her wagss. 


Moses' Education (v. 10)—Tho mother kept 


tha boy until ho was weaned, and 'pcrhups 
oven longer. Sho theu brought him to Pha- 
raoh's daughter and ho become her son. 
\Yo 


do not know whether tho Egyptians practiced 
adoption, but wo have ever}- reason to bo- 
liove that his education was like that of a 
prince of that time, and that there is no ex- 
aggeration in tho statement in Acts vii, 
<B, whero it is said that "Moses was instruct- 
ed in all the wisdom of tho Egyptians." 


This wisdom mcluded, according to Canon 


Raffiinson, "orthography, grammar, history, 
theology, medicine, arithmetic, geometry, as- 
tronomy and engineering." It is likely that 
his education would includo not only these 
branches, but also a knowledge of tho Phoeni- 
cian language, which was then tho language 
of commerce, much like the French and Eng- 
lish language at tho present day. 
The Phoe- 


nician, however, as modern investigations 
havo proved, was essentially the sumo as He- 
brow. The future lawgiver of Israel, aa tho 
adopted son of Pharaoh's daughter, thus had 
a remarkable preparation for his futuro 
work. 


It is probabla that ho had nt least some fa- 


miliarity with tho following subjects: 1. 
With tho legal system of Egypt. 2. With tho 
theological works of tho Egyptians, including 
tho Boole of the Dead, which furnishes sorao 
striking parallels with tho Ten Command- 
ments, 
'.i. With tbo ritual, including tho 


regulations regarding tho priesthood. 4. 
With the art of writing. 


All these considerations aro at least favor- 


able to tho antiquity of tho Pentateuch and to 
tho theory of its authorship by JIoscs. 


Pharaoh's daughter called her adopted son 


Moses, which is a common namo among tho 
Egyptians in tho fora iresu, which signifies 
child, although it coir.cs from a root to draw 
forth, and theroforo would seem especially 
suited to Pharaoh's daughter as tho name of 
this adopted son.
